The Board of the trustees of the 
town of Mt. Vernon do ordain a. c 
follows: ^ 

That no hog shoat pig horse or 
mule shall be prmitted to run at 
large within the limits of the town 
of Mt. Vernon; aud if any such be 
hereafter found running at large, it 
shall be the duty of the Marshall of 
said town to forthwith take up an 
impound the same; he shall at once 
report said fact with a description 
of the property 80 taken up to the 
owner of said property, if he be 
found, and given the right to re- 
deem said hog, pig, shoat, horse or 
mule aud ifnot redeemed, which re- 
demption shall be upon the pay- 
ment of 50c per head, he shall 
report the same together with the 
name of the owner of such hog, 
shoat, pig. horse or mule to the 
Judge of Police Court of the afore- 
said town, or to the Chairman of 
Board of Trustees who shall im- 
mediately thereafter issue upon 
said report a summon against the 
owner of such property to appear iu 
said Court not less than three days 
from the day of such impounding 
when the said Judge, or Chairman 
aforesaid, will hear aud determine 
whether there has been a violation 
of this ordinance by such hog, 
shoat, pig, horse or mule having 
run at large vvithiu the limits of 
said town. If the Marshall is un- 
able to ascertain the name of the 
owner of such hog, shoat, pig or 
horse or mule so taken and im- 
pounded, he shall report that fact 
with a description of said property 
thus taken up to the aforesaid 
Judge, or the Chairmau aforesaid, 
who shall, at once, inak an order, 
upon said report being filed, direct- 
ing said Marshall to advertise the 
property aforesaid by written or 
printed notices posted up in five 
different places in the limits of the 
aforesaid town in which he shall 
give an accurate description and i 
the day and date of such judicial 
hearing; and notify the owner of 
such described property to appear 
and make defense of any he could; 
said notices shall be posted at least 
three days before said trial. Should 
the Judge of the town aforesaid or 
the Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees decide that this ordinance 
has been violated he shall forthwith 
make an order directing the mar- 
shall to sell such property to pay 
the expenses, cost and charges of 
all proceedings connected there- 
with, to the highest and best bidder 
for cash iu hand, after advertising 
said sale for at least two days by- 
notices aforesaid posted up in three 
I different places in said town. After 
' deducting the cost and charges of 
. such proceedings the residue, if 
'any should remain from such s& le. 
shall be paid over to the Treasurer 
of said town, which shall he held 
subject to the orders of the former 
owner of said property. 

The owner of all such property 
that may be impounded by the 
marshall «ball be responsibly for 5 11 
expenses incured by reasdn <>f Lik- 
in* such property qpaud impound 
itig the Mine'; aHd simple Gtity 6f 
impounding the property aforesaid 
the marshal! sljaJl be allowed 50c.
